England Bis Mo Met of AbwlnUlj Direct

Political Alliance With This 


Country; 


The United States Is the Favorite 


Nation In the Matter of the Forth* 
Coming Exhibit Ion—We Are Allott- 
ed Much More Space Than Really 
| Entitled to. 


Nmv York, July 30.—All Europe Is 


•watcJiinc' the United States with In- 
tense-Interest, according to Archbishop 
Ireland, who has just arrived here. 
The Archbishop snys: 


"In all the countries I visited I found 


a htrong desire for friendly relations 
with the Vnllert States, 'France Is 
\lehig with England in all ways, the 
GoM'rnmeiit trying to cultivate our 
friendship. The United States Is ad- 
mittedly tlie favorite nation in the mat- 
ter of the forthcoming exhibition. We 
have been allotted much more space 
than we are entitled to. 


"M. Dclcasse, Minister of Foreign 


Affairs told me that nrnngcinonts al- 
ready had ben made lor elaborate cere- 
monies at the unveiling of the statue 
of Lafayette on July 4, 1900. Prance 
Avlll make that occanion an excuse to 
show her love for this country. 


"While I was in Paris the question 


of the reciprocity tieaty was discussed. 
AH France was Intensely interested 
and all hoped that fa\orable terms for 
both nations would be arrived at—not 
from selfish motives entirely, but be- 
cause they w.-uited to be able to accept 
a pollr-y agreeable to the United States. 


"In England there is no Idea of an 


absolutely direct polltfc-nl alliance with 
this country. The people want frlend- 
Iv relations, and these can't be too 
friendly to milt them. I consider this 
feeling In all the nations a testimony 
to the grentnew of tills country. I 
don't 
doubt their sincerity at all, 


but. at the same time, understand that 
they feol we deserve to be courted. If 
we were simply n small nation they 
would be friendly in a differ»|t way. 
Their attitude Is a recognition of our 
grea t UPSI. 


"The Europeans approei.ite our In- 


ternational development and Industries. 
AVc are watHied in nil the countries 
abroad. To many of them we are yet 
an experiment. That Is to say. govern- 
ment by the people tor the people on 
such fi large scale Is an experiment. 
The friends of rVinofrncy, of course,, 
hope that v. e shall succeed, while the 
enemies of democracy are hopeful thfit 
v*e Miall malce a faiure of It, and ex- 
pecting us to do so on account of the 
vnstnrss of the territory wo govern. 
Their sentiments show us IIOAV very 
c %nrct'ul we should be 


"America should take as her molto, 


'I.iVnrlv with Authority and Authority 
with Liberty.' 
"Anything like riots, mobs, disorder 


of any kind ucre at home do an im- 
mense amount of harm. Wo are being 
watched closely. All the reviews in 
England are studying us and writing 
about us In France the idea is grow- 
ing stronger among thoughtful men 
that the Republic must eventuaJly take 
the form of the American Government. 


"I do not believe that there is any 


general idea of disarmament as a re- 
sult of the Pence Conference, but a de- 
cision to establish an arbitration tii- 
Imnal as the result of the conference 
will be a victory for the United States. 
Rncli a tillnmal would do much to abol- 
ish war. As POOU as such a tribunal 
be established public sentiment will 
compel nations to appeal to it before 
resort ins to war. 
"The situation in Europe is so deli- 


cate that no country is willing to dis- 
arm 
That is too much to nsk. But if 


the tribunal of aibltration be establish- 
ed disarmament will gradually come 
about. 
"All the nations are anxious for 


peace. If. they maintain a large army 
it is in order to have peace. No one 
wants war. The establishment of the 
tribunal. I have heard, will certainly 
result from the conference. I do not 
believe there is any danger of 
European war. 


•"I saw Ills Holiness the Pope thr^e 


months ago, before bis illness, and al- 
so after the operation. He is remark- 
ably well. There are more old men In 
Europe- than in America. They don't 
use themselves up so much. A man 
tfypre 70 or 80 yeara old practically is 
In his prime. Here he is used up. Our 
old men have a lot to learn from the 
old men of Europe.

"The Ttolv Father Is a man of won- 


derful physical vigor, and is likely to 
remain with us for many years. His 
mind is sound, his health is good, and 
he is much interested in public affairs.

It was 
very Interesting, acd mentioned a num- 
ber of noted desperadoes, among others 
'the famous McLaughlin brothers, kill- 
ed in Arizona In 1889.' I happened to 
know a good deal about these brothers, 
and they were really very remarkable 
people. They dlffei ed In one important 
particular from all other Western cele- 
brities—they didn't exist. No, I'm not 
joking. They were unveiled in about 
1878 for the edification of the numerous 
Henderfeet' who were thronging Into 
the Colorado silver district. In. those 
days stories of frontier adventure were 
in great demand, and the noted desper- 
adoes of the region were used as central 
figures in hundreds of purely imagina- 
tive yarns spun by enthusiastic report- 
ers. The only trouble about it was that 
the desperadoes themselves would oc- 
casionally kick, so it occurred to a well- 
known scribbler, named Billy Taylor, 
to manufacture a couple of real bad^ 
men about whom he could romance 
with safety. 
Accordingly he created 


the McLaughlin brothers, and, just as 
he expected, they were taken up by the 
papers far and wide, and their exploits 
soon became the talk of the West. Tay- 
lor presently acquired a wide reputa- 
tion for nerve by the fearless manner 
in which he 'roasted' these dangerous 
men, particularly the younger brother, 
Silas McLaughlin, who butchered nine 
cowboys at Santa Fe because one of 
them stepped on bis foot. 'Red-handed 
miscreant,' 'dastardly assassin' and 
'rope-ripe ruffian' v/ere some of the pet 
names he applied to him, in spite of 
the warnings of , admiring 
friends. 


Eventually the 
brothers became so 


firmly established in the public mind 
that any doubt as to their actuality 
would have been scouted, and to this 
day you can find scores of men all over 
the frontier who will swear that they 
have met and conversed with them. I

The I'eavey elevator's lioor plan will

These cells 
will be built to a height of some seven- 
ty feet, tunnels built under them 'to 
transfer the contents, and a roof put 
over of tile or metnl. The concrete is 
in the form of slabs of Portland ce- 
ment. The slabs are erected to the re- 
quired height and the house is ready 
to recei\e its contents. The cement 
eievator may lie built of any desired 
length or width to fit any ground, and 
can be added to with ease, it can- 
not burn, and grain can be kept there- 
in with greater safety from heating 
than in wooden or steel elevators. 


"We are aiming to secure the very 


best and most advanced method of 
grain handling in this house," said Mr. 
Peavey in speaking of his plan, "and 
if the cement elevator proves the best, 
as we think, we shall use it and have 
the most up-to-date and complete stor- 
age for grain in the world. My ex- 
perts have been on the Danube for 
weeks looking into this system and 
have made exhaustive reports thereon. 
Electrical experts are now being con- 
sulted on plans for operating the en- 
tire system, at 
Duluth. 12,000.000 
bushels, by electricity derived from 
some central, plant. The most distant 
of these houses will be five miles apart. 
The old plan of operating an entire 
elevator by one steam engine will be 
thrown aside with us and electric 
motors set where they will be needed. 
Each leg, each belt, each platform, fee- 
will be run by an independent motor, 
and the cost of power will be greatly 
reduced in consequence."

WHAT JT COSTS TO FIRE THE B!Q GUN3 


OF WAR VESSELS. 


Thirteen Inch Ouu» On the Oregon ttequlr* 


Over » Ton of Powder for» Single Chart* 
—Some A*tonl*lilnr Figure* and Corapar- 
lnon». 
,, •' 


It la only by going into details of 


what the sinews of war actually cost 
that one understands how tlxls gov- 
ernment has been spending $1,000,000 
a day, or thereabouts, during all the 
weeks of fighting and preparation for 
lighting. Thousands of tons of gun- 
powder, for instance, have been bought 
at prices ranging from ?1 a pound 
downward. A 
ton 
of 
gunpowder 


seems a goodly quantity until oue 
learns that it would not even suffice 
for a single discharge of the four 
thirteen-inch gnus on the 
Oregon^ 


These four guns eat up powder at the 
rate of twenty-two tons an hour— 
$44.000 an hour, If the powder cost 
$1 a pound—and some of the bom- 
bardments have basted many hours. 
I am assuming that these four guns 
keep up a steady tiring at their max- 
imum rate of one bhot in three min- 
utes, and, that being the case, the 
heaviest Item in the expenses is still 
to be counted, for each one of these 
1,100-pound 
projectiles 
costs 
$900, 


which gives $3,000 every time the four 
guns go off, or $72,000 for an hour's 
firing. 


But there are other guns on the 


Oregon, many other guns, and to find 
out what an hour's firing of a big bat- 
tleship will cost, we must take all 
these into consideration. A single shot 
irom one of the eight-inch guns costs 
?20u, and there are eight of these, so 
that a single round from them costs 
$1,600. But their fire is much more 
lapid that that of the thirteeu-Inch 
guns; each one can be discharged once 
in a minute, or sixty times in an hour, 
which would give $00,000 for an hour's 
firing by them all, assuming it be kept 
up continuously. 


Then there are five five-inch guns, 


and a round from the five costs about 
$200. But again the hre increases 
very much in rapidity, so that we 
may count 240 rounds an hour, or a 
cost of $48,000. 


Thus, for these three classes of 


guns alone, we have an expense per 
hour during continuous tiring of $21(3,-

And still 
ue have not taken into account all 
the cruisers and other fighting craft, 
each one of which would be blazing 
away, we may ue sure, and using up 
money according to her best capacity. 


Let us now consider tne cost of am- 


munition used by a regiment of in- 
fantry in an houv's fighting. This is 
a matter of easy calculation, smce if 
is known that the Krag-Jorgeiisen 
cartridges cost $18 a thousand. It is 
merely necessary 
to estimate how 


many cartridges would be us^ed. As- 
suming a full i-egirnent, of 1,000 men, 
and allowing each man to shoot once 
in five seconds, which is slower than 
they often shoot, we will have twelve 
thousand shots fired every minute, or 
720,000 shots m an hour, which num- 
ber of cartridges, at the rate just 
mentioned, will cost $12,900. And 
that is an estimate for a single regi- 
ment, firing for a single hour. What 
it would cost fpr a whole army to fire 
for a whole day and then go on firing 
for many days, is again a matter for 
expert calculation. But it is easy to 
see how this wouJd eat into the mil- 
lions of dollars.

The strike of the employes of ths 


Exeter Boot & Shoe company i& still in 
force, and from present indications the 
trouble will be of long duration.

The firm did not appear 
much worried over the situation, and 
one of tho directors said that in case a 
settlement was not made the shop 
might be closed all summer. 


The employers vvill not offer any in- 


ducements for the strikers to return. 
They claim that they are not in a posi- 
tion to pay the 10 per cent iu wages and 
thac is all they have to say to the work- 
men. 


The workmen are iu a like frame of 


mind and claim that they are prepared 
for a long siege. They have every hopr, 
they say, that the strike will result fav- 
orably to them. They will hold mass 
nieotiugd as often as advisable to ar 
range for the carrying on of the strike. 


The b ubineus men deplore tho strike 


greatly and hope for a epeedy settle- 
men t. They wish the operatives to ob- 
tain all rights due tnem, but thoy hope 
this may be effected without carrying 
the matter too fur into the future.
